REFORM FOR JUDICIARY 


Is Being Considered by Com- 
mittee—Prof. Elsoo Complains 


of Appointments. ' 


Columbus, Jan. 
23 —-The 
Constitu- 


tional convention dropped down to 
deliberate work on the proposals for 
the new constitution. 


With 57 proposed amendments 
in 


the hands of the committees half 
a 
dozen or mo^e important committees 
began, actual 
consideration of 
the 
measures 


Regarding ttie result of the action ot 
Hiram D. Peck of Hamilton 
county, 


chairman, of the committee on judi- 
ciary" and bills of rights, he announced 
the plan to "be urged in his committee 
will, be for it to frame the proposal to 
go before the committee in its class. 


The committee 
has 13 
proposals 


which it is stated will be used chiefly 
as guides. An almost complete refoim 
of the judicial y system is being con- 
sidered 
'by the committee according 


to the chairman who has started the 
preliminary outline of such a reform 


E W Doty of Cujanoga will or- 


ganize the taxation committee today 
and within the next tew days, he sta- 
-tedtj the work of laying a new foun- 
dation for the state taxation, law will 
ibe started. 


The question ot economy in the con- 


vention arose suddenly today and oc- 
cupied most of the morning's session 
It was presented 'oy Delegate Dotj 
who presented a resolution to trans- 
fer a stenographer trom 
the secre- 


tary's office to the committe ou good 
roads, labor, finance and municipal 
corporations. It was argued that this 
was the flist amendment of commit- 
tees for a special stenographer 
and 
that this work should in reality be 
done by the secretaries of the commit- 
tee. 


.A veibal complaint against 
Presi- 


dent- Bigelow's committee appoint- 
ments was made today by Prof. H. W. 
Elsoii ot Ohio State University. "Of 
the 25 appointments as chairman", teift 
or two-fifths, went to his own county 
and other counties with which he is 
reported to have bargained," said El- 
son, 
"while Franklin county, the third 


in the state, is entirely ignored.' In 
the twenty-five chairmen ot the com- 
mittees, 20, or 19 excluding the presi- 
dent himself, were' of the number who 
voted for him -while five were against 
him 


"This is nothing short of breaking 


faith to those

pledged. As to my own personal dis- 
appointment I have long studied the

It is estimated that the coipora-

Whether the shooting was inten- 


tional or an accident is still in doubt 
though some ot the witnesses to the 
affair state that it followed a quar- 
rel in which Dabro ordered lOhnilo 
from the place. 
It is claimed that 


when Cturilo refused to leave Dabio 
whipped out his revolver and fired 


Chirilo himself this morning told 


Dr. Dillon that the shooting was an 
accident. He stated that Dabro and 
himself were fooling with the weap- 
on when it was discharged. 


Dabro is a prisoner at the 
city 


prison, Where he was 
taken a half 


hour after the shooting. He is held 
without bond to await 'the result of 
Chirilo's wound 
If the \ictim suc- 


cumbs to the wound made by 
the 


bullet, Dabro will face a charge of 
murder in police court. 


Ft was about 6.10 o'clock Monday 


night when Chief of Police Blizzard 


was notified of the shooting by 
a 
neighbor, who said that a fight was 
in pi ogress a>t Dabio's place and that 
a shot had been fiied 


This was 25 minutes after 
the 


shot had been fired and the boaid- 
ers in the house had not made any 
attempt to get a physician for >C!hir- 
ilo and none had called the police.

"Every inhabitant , of 
the 
United 


States, no matter how far from 
the 


centers of population, will have prac- 
tically as good libiary facilities as are 
now enjoyed by the average city dwell- 
er if plans for the establishment of 
a new type of 'book-distributing agen- 
cy work out according to the antici- 
pations of the United States commis- 
sioner of education. Dr. P. P. Claxton, 
who is personally interested in their 
development. 
As, the rural population 


of the United States numbers about 
55 per cent of the total population, tne 
new library plan may have the effect 
of doubling the effectiveness of libra- 
ries and of raising the standard oL cul- 
ture in this country to a corresponding 
degree. 


"The county libi ary plan has already 


been put into successful operation 
in 


Van Wei'it county. O., where a main 
depository and fifteen. branches 
are 


maintained at an expenditure of be- 
tween $6,000 and $7,000 a year, this 
sum being raised by levying a half- 
mill county tax.

personal observation of the Brumback 
library of Van Wert county, O.

Brumback county library is the result 
of the will of .the late John Brumback, 
who directed that $19,000 from his es- 
tate should be demoted to the erection 
and furnishing 01 a library building 
as a gift to Van Wert county, if the 
county would provide for its main- 
tenance. 


"Later Mr. Bnnnback's children and 


heirb increased this donation to $50,- 
000. 
With the money realized from a 


county tax levy .some 3,000 books were 
purchased in !&!)!) and these together 
with 1,GOO others, nirnecl over by 
i!.he 


merger ol an ^xisi.ng library, formed 
the nucleus of (lie present collection. 


"The librai > building erected by the 


Brumback estate was turned over to 
the county in 1flul 
It is a beautiful 


structure. 
Thp book stacks have a 


capacity of 25,000 volumes. 


"This is the central depository 
frr 


the county's syhtoiu of branch libraries 
and school libraries 
The "branches aro 


in charge of librarians who arc paid 
$50 a year and 
;u<» made responsible 


for the safe kcepinc; of the books -sent 
them 
Rural men haii'ts and postmas- 


ters are generallj selected to conduct 
the branch libraries. 


"The collections of booics in 
their 


charge range from 100 to 150. 
Four 


times a year, or oftener, the 
branch 


librarian boxes up the books I'or which 
he is responsible rind returns them to 
ithe rent ml 
depository, 
receiving 
at 


once another eollcftion. 


"Tho books thus forwarded are no 


the arbitrary liil-or-mis& selection of 
the head librarian, but conform to th<; 
desires of tlio loi.il 
readers. 
Bcfoic 


anv books aro sou! out the branch li- 
brarian loocivos a list of tho titles in 


every available 
traveling 
collection. 


Each title is accompanied with a note 
explaining the character and contents 
of the books listed. 


"The users ofx the 'branch 
library 


then discuss thes"e lists, and the box of 
•books which contains 
the 
greatest 


number of works that interests the. 
greatest number of readers is the box 
called for. If the consents of no one 
box prove interesting to the neighbor- 
hood the main library -will make up a 
special selection upon request. In' this 
way the rural book lover can obtain 
practically any work he desires for 
which there is an appreciable call. 


"A most valuable 
feature 
of 
the 


Brumback library's work is 'the estab- 
lishment of loan collections tor use HI 
schools. _ These school libraries will be 
sent to any teacher 
who 
asks for 


them, the selection being made by the 
teacher or by the librarian, 
as 
the 


borrower 
prefers. 
Although 
this 


school library department 
is 
only 


about four years old it has grown so 
rapidly that today all but about 40 of 
the 125 country, school teachers in Van 
Wert county make use of its facilities. 


''The selections which teachers may 


draw out for school use are as large as

taken as there are 
children in

rcctfon, for 'the parents of school chil- 
dren are comig more and more to bor- 
row from these loan collections, 'as 
well as from the formally constituted 
branch libraries. Thus Van Wert coun- 
ty provides that the. whole world oi 
'books is brought to the 
very 
cloor- 


f'Leps of the remotest farmstead in its 
borders by a clearing house system of 
libraries which Commissioner Claxton 
wishes to see in equally successful op- 
eration throughout the United States."
